ELVIS : WHAT THE AMERICAN CHARTS REVEAL 1956 - 1959 
by Eddie Muir 


Elvis is without doubt’ the greatest pop phenomenon of them all. Since his first 
record for Sun in 1954, his musical achievements have been incredible and are so 
well known that I don't need to list them all here. Elvis has become a living 
legend but I wonder how much of this can be attributed to his pre-1960 years, 
Very much - I feel. His récords since 1960 have certainly been successful as 
far as sales are concerned, but compared with his great pre-army recordings they 
are downright dire. I'm sure that it is the tremendous impact Presley made- 
between 1954 and 1960 that has contributed most to his title 'King of Rock'. If 
his records during this period had been as mediocre as the ones that followed, 
then I doubt whether he would even be regarded as 'the Prince!', 


His five singles for Sun, viz. "That's All Right"/"Blue Moon Of Kentucky" (209), 
"Good Rockin! Tonight"/"I Don't Care If The’Sun Don't Shine" (210), "Milkcow 
Blues Boogie"/"You're A Heartbreaker" (215), "I'm Left, You're Right, She's Gone''/ 
"Baby, let's Play House" (217) cid “Mystery Train"/"I Forgot To Remember To 
Forget" ,(223), are nothing citort of brilliant and are easily amongst the best 
recordings of his career. His eorly RCA records from "Heartbreak Hotel"/"I Was 
The One" in 1956 through to "A Big’ Hunk 0! Love'"/"My Wish Came True" in goes 
also showed the Presley brilliance, but after his spell as a G.I. his discs 
went sadly downhill. There’were a few exceptions like "Mess Of Blues" in 1960 
and "Little Sister" in 1961, but for the most part El was only a shadow of his 
former self, And by 1962 most of his records were chronic and the same goes 
for the films that were churned out by the "Hollywood machine’. From that time- 
on Elvis, in my opiriien, has gome from bad to worse, which is very sad because 
I'm convinced that the 'King' could make better records if he was allowed to or 
if he was able to shake off the apathy of RCA, the Colonel and the rest of the 
Presley organisation, The latest offering by coutesy of ROCA, "Raised On Rocky 
is So bad that it's laughable. In fact I don't know whether I should be 
laughing or crying - raised on rock indeed, don't they know that Elvis was ROCK! 


Anyway without further ado, let's have a look at the chart entries that brought 
fame and fortune (no pun intended) to the Memphis cat.

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IN THE COURT OF KING ELVIS 


A Special Enquiry by Nigel Goodall (Producer of the 
"Hlivis From Memphis To Nashville" Documentary Tape ) 


A newspaper in the States recently printed the following : "Elvis Presley is 
surely the world's most exciting performer, but the sooner he kicks off the 
business, the big business sides of the operation the better. Then we will see 
Elvis Presley the star!", And as most readers will probably agree, that's partly 
true, but who's to blame? Is it Elvis? Is it the Colonel? Maybe it's RCA! 
Whoever it is, there seems to something basically wrong with the Blvis Presley 
systems; and somewhere along the line Elvis, himself, must come in for some of 

the criticism. like it or not Blvis is part of the system. 


Recently, when the Elvis fan club party from Great Britain visited las Vegas, a 
few fans were given the chance to meet Presley backstage at the Hilton Hotel, 

but the meetings lasted for only sixty SECONDS. Elvis said he wished he could 
spend more time with the fans but the system didn't allow it. So it seems Elvis 
is not a 100% in control of the situation, which suggests he is being manipulated. 
By WHOM? Many would say Col. Tom Parker, whose methods of promoting Présley are 
often criticised. Of course Elvis has a lot of people working with him, so o's 
difficult to put all the blame on any one person. With regard to record output, 
RCA must take some of the blame. Two recently issued full-priced albums have 
contained only ten tracks each and have been sleeved in very poor covers. These 
LP's being "Elvis" and "Raised On Rock". But reports from America look promising 
with the forthcoming album "Elvis - The legendary Performer", It is being said 
that the packaging for this LP will finally do Elvis justice - there will be a 

12 page book (in colour), so at last perhaps we can expect a series of those 
rumoured/talked about gems and previously unissued material to become available 
to Elvis fans - FOR THE FIRST TIME, keep it up RCA! 


On the subject of the Buropean Tour - it looks as if it won't take place until 
1976 at least. Elvis has just signed a two year contract with the Hilton Hotel 
in Vegas, and yet Elvis often expresses his wish to appear outside of the USA, so 
who or what is stopping him? Who knows, perhaps he'll visit Britain in between 
his Vegas shows. — , 


In Elvis Presley we have one of the most dynamic performers of all time, but if 
he contimes to restrict himself to Vegas, and RCA continue to release ten track 
albums and the Colonel keeps the 'Hawaii Satelite' show off British television, 
then Elvis! career will once again go through a "lean" period as it did in the 
mid-sixties - and that will never do!

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This issue : RONNY WSISER (ROLLIN' ROCK) 


This is the first of a series of articles that will be looking at the people who 
are doing mst for rock and roll music today. Ronny Weiser is probably doing 
more than anyone else anywhere in the world. Ron is editor of the great magazine 
ROLLIN' ROCK, which is actually given away free to rock fans who live in 


commnist countries’and to those who cannot afford dt. This alone shows how dedicated 


Ron is to the cause, but in addition he is responsible for ROLLIN' ROCK RECORDS - 
a label not content to supply us only with the greatest tock/rockabilly tracks 
from the past = but also gives us superb new raw, gutsy, juicy rockabilly from 
the likes of Mac Curtis and Ray Campi actually recorded in Ron's home during the 
past year. More about Ron's records elsewhere in the mage, but I'd like to take 
this opportunity of thanking Ron for all the great work he is doing for us. Long 
may Rollin' Rock flourish. And now in his own words you can read Ron's story 3 


I was born in Milano, Italy. I lived in several countries and cities including 
Como, Milano, Rome, Vienna and’ Alexandria (Egypt). Because of these travels and 
the fact of my Jowish héritage, for which I underwent much discrimination and 
ridicule in high-school, I never developed any attachment, to Italy or Austria. 


Instead I alvays looked to America as the land of freedom, the land where even a 
JEW could walk proud, the land where no Communist or Fascist bullies would harass 
me in high-school. Then in 1958-59 I saw "Loving You" at the Politeama Theatre in 
Como, Italy. Hlvis wore long greasy sideburns, greasy hair, red cowboy pants, red 
and white embroidered shirt!!! He also wore skin-tight faded bluejeans and a 
bluejean jacket!!! At a time when all the kids were forced to wear bagey grey 
flannel suits, ties and crew cuts to school!!! Then foremost, of course, there 
was the music - ROCK 'N' ROLL! Wow, wow, wow! I went crazy. I was hooked for 
life to the savage sexy rock, Then I heard Little Richard on a jukebox and 

Gene Vincent. It was all over!!! I was wearing bluejeans (the only kid in Como 
hish-sthools) ani got harassed and punished by my teachers. Then it was Fats 
Don.ino, Jerry leo Lewis, Eddie Cochran, Lloyd Price, etc., etc. 


I would be dreaming ef America where rock 'n' roll was born. I would be dreaming 
of Memphis and New Or’eans and Texas. I had to go to America, When I came to 
imerica in 1965, I was too late = rock had left! For over two years I felt 
depressed and I didn't know one person who liked (or even knew) GENE VINCENT!!! 
I felt very depressed. I was taking my electrical engineering degree in U.C.L.A. 
and I was getting ridiculed for liking Elvis and Idttle Richard and’ Jerry lee. 
Well, at least how I could wear bluejeans and there was no anti-Semitism. Then 
1968 Tittle Richami appeared several times at the "Whisky-L-Go~-Go" proclaiming 
to the hippie audience that there is only one true rock 'n' roll : 1956 ROCK 'N! 
ROLL!! Many started booing him, but Richard stood up for rock alone in 4 sea of 
hostility, and he kept on promoting 50's rock 'n' roll, and praised Gene, Rddie, 
Chuck, Jerry lee, Elvis, Fats, etc. After the wild shows, many hippies had been 
sold on rook ‘n!' roll. 5 


Elvis did his TV Special clad in black leather. Soon rock revival shows started 
happening. I organised the Rock 'n' Roll Revival Club, later to be renamed 
"Hollywood Rock 'n' Roll Fan Club". Soon "ROLLIN' ROCK" magazine happened. At 
first it was a few xeroxed pages stapled together. JI don't even have myself a 
copy of Rollin' Rock No. 1, of which only about 20 copies were issued. I used 
to leave a few blocks from Gene's apartment and I had the honour of becoming a 
very close friend of Gene. It was painful to see his systematic destruction at 
the hands of crooked managers, D.J's, producers, Wives, etc., etc.

ROLLIN' ROCK RECORDS was a logical extension of the magazine. For many years 
while going thru' high-school, I saved the lunch money my parents gave me. I 
also saved my allowance. With this money, plus Christmas gifts, I bought me a 
tape recorder and microphone. Then I worked at Original Sound Records and saved 
more money. I never spent a cent in drinks - nor did I spend money in cigarettes. 
And I never go to the movies (I prefer color TV) except for rock 'n' roll movies. 
I evén save money on paper napkins which I take home from McDonald's Hamburgers 
free, instead of buying them!!! Sounds crazy? Maybe - but it all adds up: I'd 
rather use as much money as I can to promote Rock 'n' Roll and buy electronic 
equipment to make high quality recordings, 3 


ROCK 'N! ROLL means two things to me : First and foremost, it's FUN, FUN, FUN!!! 
Second, it's a matter of SOCIAL JUSTICE that we try to correct some of the’ 
inequitudes that’ the record mafia has committed against Gene Vincent, Fats, 
Charlie Feathers, Ray Campi and the countless other’R & B and Rockabilly artists. 
Record préssing costs today in America aré going up, up and up. The big oil 
companies, who make the vinyl for records, are giving the vinyl to the Recprd 
Companies which they own, leaving the independent pressing plants helpless! This 
is the main cause of the problem. 


But I hope I'l] still be able to release Rollin' Rock Records and record more 
Rockabilly and R & B legends, The Rock'n'Roll Justicé Crusade will not have 
achieved its goal until the names of Charlie Feathers, Ray Campi, Johnny Carroll, 
Jackie lee Cochran, Alvis Wayne, J.B. Lenore and all the other great R'n'R/R & B 
artists will be knowmm to the masses of young people throughout the world.

IN NEW ROCKPILE No. 10 : JOHNNY & HURRICAT23 DISCO, GENE VINCENT RECORDING DATES, &. 49 
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JERRY ALLISON by John Davison-White 


In his teenage years, Jerry's favourite recording acts were Fats Domino and the 
Clovers. The drummer he most admired was Earl Palmer. During this period he 
recorded two singles for Coral using his middle name - Ivan. These have become 
much treasured collectors' items. The best known track from the singles "Real 
Wild Child" is now available on the Buddy Holly L.P. "Remember". ‘The record 
company have paid little or no attention to the fact that the credit for that 
recording belongs solely to Jerry. Just because the sound was Crickets influenced 
does not make it a Holly mumber, and MCA and Coral Records should remember that. 
Jerry was with Buddy from the very beginning and played a great part in the making 
of the Crickets sound. His distinctive drumming is matched by his song writing 
ability and a look at any Buddy Holly or Crickets album will show this. 


The sad country and western number "Last Song I'm Ever Gonna Sing" which Sonny 
Curtis recorded for Dimension was started off be Jerry and was meant to be a 
comedy number. After the Crickets English Tow’ in 1968 and the group oncte again 
disbanded, Jerry became manager of the West Coast Offices of Elf Records, owned 
by Buz Cason and Bobby Russell. 


While on a visit to Nashville, Jerry and Sonny were asked to complete a song called 
"Ain't Society Great", which had been partly written by Bobby Russell. This they 
did but were not allowed record credits as they are with BMI and Russell with Ascap. 
In the mid-sixties the Crickets were doing mid-west tours for a guy named Jimmy 
Thomas. He had heard about a new TV series to be started about Batman and Robin 
and Jerry signed a deal with him - the end product "Ballad Of Batman" was 

released through Parkway. For this disc they assumed the name of the Campers. 
Incidentally, the Parkway catalogue has a misprint and lists them as the Camps. 


With the folding up of Blf Records, Jerry did not take up a similar position 
elsewhere but instead went back to his more familiar role - as a musician. In the 
past few years he has worked with Roger Miller, Ray Stevens and Johnny Rivers. 
Although he is in demand as a studio nusician he does not tie himself down doing 
session work. lIately he has started writing again and one of his compositions, 
"Trucker's Paradise" recorded by Del Reeves, sold in sizeable quantities.

I would, however, like to take you up on one small 
point - in 'The Test Selling Records for the months of November and December 1957' 
you write that the charts had their share of rubbish and. quoted TAMMY by Debbie 
Reynolds as an eyampie. I thought this an extremely nice record and although I 
realise this article is only your awn opinion, I should like to remind you of the 
old proverb "Cne man‘s meat is another man's poison". Going through an old Record 
Stars book ef 1964, I found an-article by Johnny Tillotson in which he wrote :- 
"Great songs are DISCOVEXED, not written. They are on the piano keys, or what- 
ever the instrument you happen to use = they are there lying and waiting to be 
discovered. The right person, the right fingers, the right moment, the right 
background, the right training, the right mood - and they miraculously come 
alive", I perscnaliy think this is very true. Today in the Sun is an article by 
Prof, Wilfred Mellors of York University (head of music there) who says : "Today's 
pop is more meaningful and honest than the old ‘moon in June' slush. A lot of it 
provides teenage2s with a 'nasical mystery tour't that probably prevents them from 
turning to violence and Jelinquency. Pop touches the nerves of truth most deeply 
pecause it is least pretentious and most intimate".

CAMPI on Rollin' Rock 006, I can't praise this platter enough - it is truly 
fantastic, and the same applies to the first review album below ?- 


MAC CURTIS : RUFFABILLY (L.P) (Rollin' Rock LP 002), This must rate as one of 
the gems of 1973 (or any year), Recorded in Ronny Weiser's home, it features 
Mac on vocals and guitar, Ray Campi on slappin' bass, guitar and dobro, Steve 
Bruley on drums, Jimmie lee Maslon on harmonica (on "Fannie Mae") and Ronny 
Weiser on slappin' stapler no less. It all adds to an incredible rockabilly 
album.

These are 
the turee male members of the New Seekers and the recording falls into an easy 
listening category rather than anything else. Nevertheless it has some nice 
tracks icluding "Come Softlt To Me", "Crying In The Rain" and a rock and roll 
medley consisting of "My Baby left Me"/"Great Balls Of Fire"/"Jailhouse Rock"/ 
"Heartbreek Hotel"/"Rip It Up". Al1 done in 4 soft sort of way, but very 
professionally. Not for the 'hard' rock fans, but makes pleasant background 
listening. : 

VARTOUS ARTISTS : The Guiter Album (Double L.P.) (Polydor 2659 027).’The best of 
"modern" guitarists. Features Link Wray, Freddie King, Hric Clapton, Jimi 
Hendrix (the most overrated of all artists, I réckon), John McLaughlin, Shuggie 
Otis, Pete Townsend, Albert’King, Harvey’Mandel, Rory Gallagher, Duane Allman, 
Jan Akkerman, Leslie Harvey, Mick Taylor, B.B. King and Roy Buchanan.

The 
music I grew up with is simple, catchy and uncomplicated and will always be dear 
to my heart. Whereas the musi¢ of today (or at least most of it) is aimed at 
the female weeny bopper market, rock'n'roll is always associated with the male 


members of the commmity. And when I mention that I like rock, people immediately 


expect me to go around in a wheelchair (and wonder how old I must be) or expect 
me to fly around on a motor bike. The only time I have been on a motor bike was 
"side saddle" in Italy, and the less said about that the better.

of some of the small minded ideas that péople have. Good heavens if I wore all 
the styles to suit the music I listen to, my bedroom would lok like an annexe 

of the fashion through the eges museum or something similar. I can just imagine 
myself doing a quick change from my current garb to crinolines if I fancied play- 
ing a bit of Mozart or going to see "The Music Lovers", 


My opinion of’what was good, as I'mnot a "purist", was anything on the black and 
silver labels, i.e. London American, Coral, and R, G eA. These labels issued the 
records by 211 my favourites. So I can be classed as someone who preferred 
American artists, but I also bought a lot of British records as well. Even now 
when I prowl arourd ‘oldie’ record stores or stalls I immediately pounce on discs 
on silver and bleck labels, although I have nearly all the ones worth having. But 
there is always the chance that I will come across some gem that I have missed.| 


Can anybody tell me why rock and roll is always associated with teddy boys? The 
teddy boy fashion was going out when I was in my early teens and rock was catching 
on in Britain. So it's incredible that so many people believe that rock and roll 
and teddy boys happened together. It just wasn't so. As I said earlier I'm 
considered some kind of freak being a girl who digs rock and roll. I'm expected to 
go all gooey over the likes of David Cassidy or David Bowie, and I don't fancy} 
either of them musically or physically, but prefer to listen to Fats Domino whq I 
dig musically and Rick Nelson and the Everly Brothers who I dig both musically jand 
physically. I wonder how many of today's artists will be around in fifteen ye 
time and still have the same following, like some of the rock stars who have b 
around since 1958’and still have hordes of fans. I wonder!!!! I would like to|s 
more of our music, good old’r'n'r, given a fair deal on radio here. We don't’ 

to have much air time in UK, but it's nice to have people like Brian McKenzie, 
Charlie Gillett and more recently Roger Scott and Tim Rice doing their bit with 
their programmes, I think Radio One could devote at least one hour per week to 
rock and roll and it would be great if the B.B.C and other T.V. stations showed 
agein some of the old shows like "6.5 Special", "Oh Boy", 'Drumbeat" etc. I mean 
they have so many repeats of other programmes they must be suffering from 
indigestion. I'm sure that repeating these old rock shows would attract big viewing 
numbers 


When I sum up ali I have said - I think I must be odd bécause I like British and 
American records, I am a female who likes rock and roll,‘I'm not a teddy girl, I 
like some of today's artists, I haven't got a motor bike, I like modern fashions - 
so perhaps I've béen dreaming for the past 15 years or so and I'M not really a 
rock and roll fan, but will wake up to find myself in a store buying the latest 
Donny Osmond record and poster with my pocket money. 


While I'm here I would like to thank Eddie for all the work he has put into the 
magazine during his spare time....he really is doing a great job and as long as he 
is pleasing 5p of the rock and roll fans, then there is no need to worry about 
the other 5%, Jlso I feel I should mention the Brian McKenzie show "Rock 'n' Roll 
Special" which has been ranning for nearly two years and is probably the most 
popular progeanne on Radio N.rcth Sea. When Brian started he said he was no expert 
on rock and roli but iiked what he heard and knew about it. It is because listen- 
ers have sent him tenes, records and information that he has become more knowl¢dg- 
able and Brian is always quite open about this.

Produced and narrated by Nigel 
Goodall. Based on various newspaper cuttings, magazine articles and books.

I must admit I was a bit sceptical when Nigel Goodall brought along a copy of his 
first tape production "Elvis : From Memphis To Nashville" for me to hear, because 
Elvis post-1960 isn't exactly my cup of tea - and Nigel's tapé concentrates on 
the Elvis years 1969 - 1971 which are some of his worst years, musically, in my 
opinion.
